America is seeing trans people in a movement. 

As we saw in the 90’s with the gay movement in pop 
culture with Ellen DeGeneres coming out alongside 
her character on her sitcom, to Will and Grace which 
helped shaped gays in media, helping the movement 
for Marriage Equality in the United States.

IN THE WORLD. 

I remember early in my transition my grandma was 
always worried about me. She watches all the Law & 
Order shows, and every time she saw a trans character 
get murdered on an episode she frantically called me, 
scared for my life. Even though that is still a reality in 
America, I tried to reassure her I was safe. I think the 
more visibility we see in media of trans people, then 
people won’t be so scared of things they don’t know. 

At this point in my life I feel so blessed to be in the 
middle of this movement. 1 am so happy I am alive 
to see the change and help educate people in the 
world. I feel like I have been doing this for a long 
time, writing my Tgirls Life column in other trans 
magazines prior to Transformation. I always felt 
that writing about my life and my journey helped 
educate others. I always wanted to feel like I could 
get my story out there for other trans women to 
help see it’s okay. It has been the same way in my 
adult work in the industry. Showing people there are 
different types of trans women, that can be beautiful 
and worthy of performing in front of camera. I had to 
work harder but I am so glad I made the extra effort 
and became successful. 

In conclusion, the world is changing, and we have 
to be a part of the change. I am so proud to be a 
trans woman in the world as it evolves. I want to 
thank everyone for reading my column over the 
years.

aya Avant, played by Karla Mosley, showed up 
in early 2013 on the Bold and the Beautiful with 
a secret past and flawless hair. And when a sassy 
younger sister shows up, the real story is revealed- 
Maya was born Myron. Soaps have employed this trope 
in the past, but to far worse effect. Rather, Maya’s 
story is handled with sensitivity without (too much) 
sensationalism. Instead, the audience gets to go through 
the entire coming out process with Maya, from accepting 
her own truth to coming out to Rick (the love interest), 
her family and eventually the world. If they still give out 
Daytime Emmys, throw all of them at Mosley. Mosley- 
who is not transgender, said playing Maya has been 
“incredibly exciting” but admitted to misgivings. “I was 
excited and nervous at first,” Mosley told Janet Mock on 
So POPular. “Soaps don’t have a great history in handling 
transgender characters. Twenty years ago, the headlines 
were 'So and So is A Man!”’ 


I n November 2014, Thailand’s Apple Model Management 
became the first agency in the world to represent 
transgender models in addition to its stable cisgender 
(non-trans) male and female models. This summer, Apple 
Model Management L.A. will open its doors to exclusively 
represent transgender models. 

“We see trans individuals as beautiful,” says L.A. agency 
director Cecilio Asuncion. “Our strong commitment to 
developing them as successful models is never about 
quantifying or qualifying their gender. It’s never a question 
of if they are women or men, it’s about their passion and 
commitment to being the best possible models they can be.” 
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TRANSGENDER ICON 
FIGHTS FOR LIFE 

S he is a transgender icon five decades ahead of 
her time. Now Holly Woodlawn, among the most 
gifted and irrepressible of Andy Warhol’s stable 
of superstars, is fighting for her life at Cedars-Sinai 
Medical Center in Los Angeles. Doctors there have found 
lesions on her liver and brain, which are a result of 
aggressive lung cancer. A crowdfunding effort, mounted 
by longtime friend and collaborator Penny Arcade, has 
raised more than $60,000 so far - funds meant to grant 
Woodlawn’s wish to spend her final days in her West 
Hollywood home. Donations would cover nursing care, 
and, should it come to that, funeral and burial expenses. 
“We just want to create an amount of money that can 
take care of Holly," says Arcade, confident the campaign 
would hit its $50,000 goal. [According to the website, this 
goal has been exceeded and donations continue to come 
in]. “She gave ... herself to the world, she inspired many, 
many people, she saved many lives and she entertained 
us. For all of that she deserves to be taken care of at her 
weakest.” 

Born Haroldo Danhakl in Puerto Rico in 1946 and raised 
in Miami Beach, Fla., Woodlawn was bullied relentlessly 
as a teenager. By 1962, she decided she’d had enough, 
and hitchhiked to New York City, a journey immortalized 
in the first lines of Lou Reed’s Walk on the Wild Side. 
Woodlawn chose Holly as a first name because she adored 
Holly Golightly, the mischievous society girl played by 
Audrey Hepburn in 1961’s Breakfast at Tiffany’s. Her 
surname came years later, at the request of Warhol, who 
was determined to put her in his next film. *’We were 
watching this episode of I Love Lucy,” Woodlawn told 
The New York Times in 2000. “And behind her was this 
sign on the No. 4 train, ‘Woodlawn,’ and we said: ‘That’s 
it. Holly...Wood. Holly Woodlawn.”’ Warhol cast the 
passionate brunette as the tortured love interest to Joe 
Dallesandro’s heroin-addict character in 1970’s Trash, 
directed by Paul Morrissey. Woodlawn always identified 
as transgender — something Arcade feels should be 
celebrated as the movement finally comes into its own. 
“With all of the attention that Caitlyn Jenner has gotten 
by stepping into the public arena for five minutes,” she 
says, “people like Holly, who are the true pioneers, have 
been out and visible for almost 50 years." To donate, go 
to gofundme.com/bringhollyhome.

For most people, ‘coming out' is about either 
gender or sexuality. It’s a one-time declaration 
to the world. With “Coming Out Like a Porn 
Star" genderqueer porn star Jiz Lee introduces 
a range of experiences that are as diverse as 
the stars behind them. Gender and sexuality 
are just the beginning -and sometimes the 
easiest - before ‘coming out’ about a fetish, 
a lifestyle, or a career in porn. 


C oming Out Like a Porn Star. The title says it all, but 
this is no doom-and-gloom book, full of sad and 
angry anecdotes about porn stars being shunned 
and marginalized for their profession. Yes, there 
are some heartbreaking stories here, but even more are 
surprising, inspiring, and even amusing. What they all 
have in common, however, is their ability to humanize a 
wider stigmatized community — and to do so honestly. 

Jiz Lee’s own story is one of 
past hurts and future 
but with a compassionate core 
I of understanding and support. 
Genderqueer and poly, Jiz 
M talks about how coming out 
H is a process that never really 
ends. As friends and family 
become more aware of your 
work, they also become more 
r aware of your sexual practices 

and fetishes - it is one thing to 
know your child is a porn star, 
but it's another to know they’re into hardcore BDSM. 

Bella Vendetta has a 

fascinating tale to share, 
being a classically trained 
professional lifestyle 

Dominatrix. She talks about 
the difference between coming 
out to parents, your kids, 
your doctor, your boyfriend, 
and your banker - and how it 
changes the way people treat 
you. No matter how much 
of your extended family you 
might lose, however, she 
praises the adult industry for being “filled with open, 
loving folks who also want a chosen family.” 
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Chelsea Poe is a writer, director, porn performer, and 
trans activist who has led the charge against the term 
“shemale” in trans porn. She actually came out to her 
mom before ever setting foot on set, shifting the worry 
from acceptance to stereotypes. Performing allowed 
her to express her gender in a positive way, to live out 
her fantasies, and be proud about being queer. Her 
relationship with her mom isn’t perfect, but it’s full of 
love for who Chelsea is, and respect for what she does. 

Cyd Nova works at a peer run clinic for sex workers when 
he’s not directing gay FTM porn for Bonus Hole Boys. 
He talks about being rejected for being transgender, and 
about covering his tracks regarding sex work long before 
that initial coming out. Sex work made him feel powerful 
and independent, and his body was his tool. Like Bella, 
he also talks about sex workers being a family, but 
counters that with sorrow for a society that considers it 
acceptable for families to “take away their love for their 
child because of a choice that they make.” 

Drew Deveaux is a trans woman who has had to come 
out as queer, as disabled, and as a porn star. There’s so 
much about her identity that she’s had to choose to 
disclose, “coming out as a porn star isn’t as big a deal 
as you might think.” She talks of disclosure as it relates 
to her career on and off she screen, and of coming out 
as an ongoing process. For her, porn is about “activism 
through the creation of imagery” with that imagery 
being her body.

supportive. Tobi’s focus has always been on making 
porn better, culminating in her erotic trans woman

There are far more performers who've chosen to share 
their stories in the book - I’ve simply selected some of 
those that are most relevant and identifiable for me (and, 
I suspect, for reads of Transformation). It’s a wonderful 
collection, with enough diversity to keep it from getting 
at all repetitive. As you’re reading through it, though, 
take a few moments to pay attention to the biographies 
of each star. They, more than anything, reveal what a 
wonderfully diverse word we live in. They may all be sex 
workers on screen, but off screen they’re gamers, rock 
climbers, novelists, nurses, and more, with degrees from 
universities across North America. 


Emma Claire is a transsexual sex worker who is 
currently producing and directing TransLesbians. 
com, which is dedicated to hardcore trans lesbian sex. 
Her coming out experience is layered by the years, the 
experiences, and the traumas behind it. As she puts 
it, “coming out has never been so much as an end goal 
as much of a continuous process - a kind of evolution/ 
devolution of my body and self.” Ultimately, coming out 
as a sex worker is superseded by celebrating herself as 
a trans woman and a dyke, with her career a fine line 
pushing boundaries while protecting herself. 


Not only that, but many of them are parents themselves, 
and learning how they've raised their children to embrace 
the openness they may not have always experienced is 
what’s truly inspirational.

SMOULDERING SMOKEY EYES WITH JANIECE ADONAI 


For a timeless look that is chic, 
dramatic, and best of all, simple pair 
a dark smokey eye with a basic red 
lip and you are ready to hit the town! 
For a vintage look inspired by Dita 
Von Teese skip the dark shadow and 
go bold with liquid liner cat eyes, but 
if fetish is more your style add extra- 
long eyelashes and a touch of glitter 
to your luscious red lips. Either way 
you’ll be turning heads and making a 
statement that says, “I’m fabulous and 
I know it!” Our beauty expert Ja niece 
Adonai returns to teach you how 
to achieve the perfect smokey eye in six easy steps so get out your 
brushes and start blending! 


STEP 1: UNDERSTAND YOUR EYE SHAPE 

Look at your lower lid and make sure your smokey eye 
wings out and Hows with your natural lid angle. Not only 
does this make for better makeup appearance, but it 
adds the illusion of a face lift. It’s easy to find where the 
"flow” should be. Hold a pencil to the outer corner of 
your eye until it hits the end of your eyebrow. Map the 
angle and use to your advantage! 

STEP 2:APPLICATION &. BLENDING OF COLOR 

Choose your base blend color. I chose a lovely purple as 
mine to add depth to the darker shades I will be adding 
la ter. Start in your crease and blend upwards to you brown 
bone. When blending, you want to use a fluffy brush and 
be very gentle and light handed. Be very delicate in your 
motions.There are two blending methods, 1) Windshield 
Wiper: back and forth to blend large areas in the crease. 
2) Circular: small circles with a light hand to blend from 
the crease upwards.

The vein test is one of the easiest 
ways to begin your research. Look at 
the veins on the inside of your wrist- 
are they blue or green? If blue, cool 
undertones are your go to. If the veins 
look greenish (yellow tone + blue vein 
= green) then you’re going to be a 
warm tone. 

Another easy trick is the jewelry test. 
Do you look better in silver or gold? 
Usually, girls with cool undertones 
look better in silver, and gold is best 
on warm undertones. 

If you are a cool undertone, then 
choose a blue-red or pink-red lipstick. 
If you are a warm undertone, try 
finding reds with a more peach or gold 
tone to it. For neutral undertones, a 
mix of warm and cool colors will be 
just fine. 


l.USCIOUS LIPS Step Step 

In an interview with Glamour Dita 
said, “I always line my lips completely 
with red, fill them in and then put the 
red lipstick over that. Then I go over 
the edges again with the lip liner to 
make it perfect. As for lipstick, choose 
a matte lipstick if you’re worried about 
it fading ” 

ADDITIONAL I I PS TO TRY 

Apply just a touch of concealer around 
the border of your mouth to prevent color 
"bleeding ” 

For extra staying power apply color, blot, 
dust lightly with translucent powder, and 
then apply one more coat of color. 

Don't toss a shade that doesn’t work, just top 
with gold or pink gloss to adjust the color. 

Choose something softer or sheer for daytime 
or outdoor wear, save the bold colors for 
evening drama. 

To avoid lipstick on your teeth after 
applying, put your finger in your mouth, 
purse your lips around it, then slowly pull it 
out to remove excess product.

STEP 3: LET’S GET SMOKEY 

1 chose black as my dark choice for creating 
a smokey eye but any dark color will work for 
the “smokey” part (look for highly pigmented 
products for extra drama just be careful when 
applying). Apply the majority of the color on the 
outer corner of your eye lid and a thin line in the 
rest of your crease. Don’t worry about it looking 
too light at first; the key is to build color slowly 
to achieve the results you want. 



STEP 4: BLEND OUT 

Be a little more heavy handed on this one and 
stay in the crease. The brush will do the rest. 



STEP 5: HIGHLIGHTING 

I chose gold and champagne as my highlight color. 
1 he gold goes on the inner 2/3 of your eye lid and 
the champagne on my inner corner. Once again, 
gently blend the colors for a smooth transition. 



S I EP 6: MAKE THEM POP 

Line your eyes with liner. I’m a huge fan of the 
cat eye. Set your eyeliner with an eye shadow 
of the same color as your liner. Then top it off 
with mascara, Viola! You have sultry eyes to make 
people melt with a glance.

T his FTM Spotlight features 
someone I call my “Trans Baby.” 
In the trans world sometimes 
we create our own families and 
ever since I met Eddie Wood on the 
set of Trans Men Adventures 2: Men 
At Work, I fell in love with him as a 
human being. I guided him in this 
past year into the career he is enjoying 
and I am so grateful to have him 
spotlighted here. I hope you enjoy our 
in-depth conversation about the trans 
movement, Eddie’s life and the way 
trans porn is moving. Enjoy! 

MICHELLE AUSTIN: Hello , Eddie. Thank you 

for sitting down and talking to us at 
Transformation. We think your outgoing 
personality needs to be seen more. Can 
you tell us when you first discovered you 
were trans? 


EDDIE WOOD: Thank you! It is a pleasure to 
be with you. My ‘trans discovery’ has 
taken place over the course of my life, 
with subtle little clues here and there. 
Like only playing masculine characters 
in childhood pretend games or 
fantasizing about which male ballerina 
I would be in the Nutcracker plays. I 
wore soccer shorts under my Sunday 
school dresses, and my greatest 
wish was to be a boy. Even though I 
started binding and packing after I 
graduated from college, and secretly 
loved it when I was ‘misgendered’ as a 
guy because of my short hair and flat 
chest, I was terrified of actually being 
transgender. I even had a friend who 
was a transgender guy, but I couldn’t 
give myself the permission to be trans 
myself. I was like, no, that’s not me! 


But then there was this critical 
moment after college when I finally 
came out to myself. It was Halloween 
and I was dressing up like Richie from 
The Royal Tenenbaums. I drew a beard 
on my face with a marker, and I started 
crying because I thought I could never 
be a man. The next year, I was applying 
to graduate school to study LGBT 
rights in Cuba and I decided I should 
find out what this “T” was all about. 
I searched ‘trans’ on YouTube, and 
my life was never the same! I could 
be a man! Nonetheless, a lot of my 
discovery also included ‘trans denial,’ 
that I could just make being a butch 
lesbian work, or that I wasn’t ‘trans 
enough. But like so many trans people, 
transitioning saved my life! 
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MA: People can see you in Buck Angel’s 
Sexing The Transman, but it wasn’t 
until this year that you got on the radar. 
Why did you want to put yourself out 
there by doing porn? 

EW: I shot with Buck my first summer 
in Los Angeles, but then I backed away 
from pornography because I wanted 
to go the Ph.D. route and thought I 
couldn’t do both. However, I ended 
up leaving UCLA without the degree. 
Last year I saw a Twitter post from 
Dicky Johnson and he was recruiting 
talent for Michelle Austin’s Trans Men 
Adventures 2: Men at Work. Much like 
how I had responded to Buck Angels’ 
casting call back in 2010, I followed 
my gut instinct and responded. I kept 
fantasizing about shooting more porn 
after working with Buck, but it was not 
until this year that I finally was able to 
“Let go, let porn!” Wildly enough, it 
took my traditional life plan blowing 
up in my face for me to finally trust 
myself and pursue what I am truly 
passionate about: getting off with hot 
people on camera. I had such a terrific 
time shooting with you Michelle, and 
Amex Bexxx, during the Trans gender 
Erotic Awards this year. I feel 1 have 
finally found my people, and I couldn’t 
be more thrilled! 

MA: What inspires you to make porn as a 
trans man? 

EW: I like doing porn because it comes 
so naturally to me. I used to be so shy 
about my body, but once 1 realized that 
there were people who are into trans 
bodies I was happy to share it. I get 
incredible pleasure from performing 
alone and with others in front of 
the camera. The whole experience 
gives me an incredible high. My ears 
wiggle when I’m happy, and when I’m 
making porn, they don’t stop! I feel 
like performing has allowed me to 
reclaim some agency over my body and 
sexuality that I lost in my childhood. 



I won’t stop making porn until there is 
trans man porn out there that I want 
to watch. Even with everything that is 
out there right now, I pretty much just 
search some combination of “bdsm 
hand job cock edging orgasm control ” 
The reality is that no sites showcase 
bodies and scenarios that really 
allow me to see myself as part of the 
scene, which I hear is a big part of the 
satisfaction people get while watching 
porn. [Chuckles.] 

MA: With Caitlyn Jenner gracing Vanity 
Fair, Laverne Cox on Orange Is The 
New Black , Aydian Dowling in the front 
running for the cover of Men’s Health, 
and Jazz Jennings bringing her story to a 
TLC reality TV show, the trans movement 
is out in the front of pop culture. How do 
you feel about all this exposure on trans 
culture? 

EW: It’s funny the spaces that open up 
for transgender people in the media 
and popular culture. I haven’t really 
kept up as much up with Caitlyn 
Jenner or Jazz Jennings, but I am 
a huge fan of reality television. As 
wacky, or tasteless, or outrageous as 
these kinds of shows can be, I truly 


believe they are like what Roger Ebert 
called movies-“the most powerful 
empathy machines in the arts." I think 
on the whole, they are going to help cis 
people understand trans people. 

And now that I think about it, Caitlyn 
Jenner’s story has actually given 
my cis dad and I a new trans-related 
conversation to have every time we 
talk. I really think she helps older 
people wrap their heads around the 
whole trans thing, especially because 
she is considered by many to be the 
perfection of the masculine body, but 
she is choosing to live as a woman. 
Even earlier today on the phone I had 
to psyche myself up to correct my dad 
when he used the wrong pronouns, 
because in the previous conversation 
he told me in defense, “oh, I’m not to 
that part of the show yet.” It’s silly; 
my dad will use ‘ze’ and ‘hir’ correctly 
and effortlessly in some situations, 
but then call me by my mom’s name or 
‘her’ in others. Old age and gender are 
funny when they get together. 

I must admit, I’m a naturally jealous 
person. To see all these other trans 
people celebrated for their talent 
and beauty in the media makes me 
wonder, what’s wrong with me? I 
have to remind myself each time that 
anything good for a trans person is 
good for all trans people. They are 
putting us on the radar. 

MA: Do you think the movement is going to 
help trans people? 

EW: I think at this moment in trans - 
story we all need to ask, are these 
representations helping the trans 
community? What does it mean that 
the most well-known trans man is a guy 
who posed like Adam Levine in a photo 
that went viral? That the second most 
famous is in the military and visiting 
the White House? I would say that 
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the words of Laverne Cox across the 
country and her documentary about 
CeCe McDonald are making a direct 
impact on the safety of transgender 
women of color all over the country. 
With each of these exposures of trans 
culture into the mainstream I would 
ask, is this act vigorously helping to 
end the violence against trans women? 
Is this act heartily working toward 
housing homeless trans? 

Mfl: As a porn performer, do you think you 
can be an inspiration to other trans men? 

EW: My goal is to help other trans 
people feel sexy and sexual, and to feel 
good about that! I grew up with a lot 
of shame around my body and sex, but 
since transitioning I’ve become much 
more sexual. And it feels good! I want 
to help other trans people feel good 
too. So much of the world is wired for 
heterosexual and cisgender people, 
and I’m really only noticing this now 
as a trans guy. Some people spend 
their entire days being turned on, and 
seeing images that positively reinforce 
these desires. Trans people don’t 
really get this. I want to help create 
subaltern images that stimulate trans 
people and desire for trans people. I 
want to democratize porn by inspiring 
other trans people to make porn too! 
All porn to the people! 

When my website www.eddiewoodxxx. 
com launched in April of this year, I 
had a little viewing party with some 
friends over at Roald Blunt’s home. He 
and another trans guy friend had never 
seen porn with trans guys in it before! 
They also hadn’t really ever thought 
about seeing a trans guy and a trans 
girl in a scene together! It was amazing 
to observe them as they watched me 
and Tasha Jones make out and her go 
down on me in our scene for her DVD 
Oral Sensations. Their eyes were glued 
and their jaws were dropped! I think

you, Michelle, have really tapped into 
what the majority of trans guys want 
to see in porn. I think more and more 
trans girls are getting interested in 
trans guys. I think the reverse is true 
too. My experience of trans, funny 
enough, has been very normatively 
gendered; oftentimes, I feel that it 
has been because cis gender people, 
particularly cis LGB people, are trying 
to put me in some type of pre-existing 
box to check. I hope I can inspire other 
trans people to feel good about their 
sexuality. I hope I can inspire other 
trans people to make porn—whether 
in front of or behind the camera! 

Mfl: Are there any trans role models you 
have and why? 

EW: Of course Buck Angel, James 
Darling, and Cyd St. Vincent have 
really led the way in terms of trans 
men representations in porn, and I am 
so grateful to follow in their footsteps. 
Other than those men, you might 
remember me saying that I love reality 
TV. Well, there is this show called 
Small Town Security I discovered in 
2013. It stars a trans man, Dennis 
Starr Croft, and he was the first trans 
man I saw in mainstream television. 
I swear I felt waves of pleasure in my 
brain and body after each episode-just 
to see a trans man on television other 
than Chaz Bono blew my mind! It was 
so validating! Seeing Dennis navigate 
rural Georgia made me feel visible and 
normalized my experience as trans. 

I really admire Ezak Perez, a 
community organizer, activist, and 
trans* freedom fighter. (The asterisk 
is used to denote a special effort to 
include all transgender, non-binary, 
and gender nonconforming identities.) 
I met Ezak when I first moved to LA, 
and now I see them everywhere! (Ezak 
uses they/them pronouns . They are 
working hard for us! Ezak works at 
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GenderJusticeLA, an organization 
that has been instrumental in the 
designation in providing transgender 
housing to people staying in Los 
Angeles jails and prisons, provides 
free and subsidized healthcare for 
hundreds of transgender people, and 
provides a leadership program for 
trans* and gender nonconforming 
people working toward radical 
transformation. 

Finally, I really look up to Jennicet 
Gutierrez. I just met her in January 
of this year at a Los Angeles Imperial 
Court event, and then I kept running 
into her at rallies. She embodies a true 
commitment to justice and dignity 
for all human beings. She is also 
everywhere, doing everything! I am so 
grateful and humbled to know these 
two wonderful people by name! 

MA: Where is the future of FTM porn 
going? 

EW: How did you know I was a psychic?! 
Really, I’m a dream psychic. And when I 
dream about FTM porn, I see it growing 
to be as big as the other gendered porn 
out there- gay, straight, t-girl. I think 
once straight guys find out about it, 
they’re going to love to watch it and 
imagine they are a man with a pussy 
getting fucked by a gorgeous trans 
woman! Also, I heard on the radio that 
women are watching more and more 
porn now, and I think they’re going 
to like how sensual guys like us’ are 
when it comes to fucking our partners. 
I already know that gay guys love us, 
which is a whole new experience for 
me! I look forward to seeing more and 
more of us on mainstream sites, like 
what Alternadudes and a few others 
are doing already. My personal dream 
is to be featured on kink.corn’s Men 
on Edge or Bound Gods. [Haha.] A guy 
can dream, can’t he?! 


MA: What are future plans for Eddie and 
where can people find you? 

EW: My future plans include making 
as much porn as possible at all 
times! Please follow me on twitter @ 
EddieWoodXXX, and please message 
me if you’d like to get involved in 
the porn making! I’m serious when 
I say all porn to the people! Michelle 
Austin Films has released my first 
DVD feature, The Squirting Man. I’m 
a super hero, and my special power 
is squirting! Also, you want to check 
out my website eddiewoodxxx.com 
for exclusive content and frequent 
updates. 


I’m also in three other DVDs so far 
this year: Michelle Austin’s Trans 
Man Adventures , Tasha Jones’s Oral 
Sensations, and T-boy Strokers. Also, 
be sure to check out my first film, 
Buck Angel’s Sexing the Transman (the 
original!), if you want to see a younger, 
twinkier version of me, and you can 
see James Darling in the scene before 
me!

CarA^ell-. Did you feel like you should have been born a 
girl from a very young age and when did you first begin 
dressing as a girl? 

Growing up I didn’t really have anyone 
slapping me in the head telling me to “man up” and I 
actually had boy and girl toys (Barbie and Hot Wheels) 
as a child. My favorite color has always been pink; when 
I was younger I had some pink articles of clothing and 
I remember them being my favorite. As a young child, 
I wasn’t really tormented with the dysphoria others 
sometimes experience; I think that’s because of the lack 
of gender reinforcement that I had growing up. Things 
started to go south quickly when I hit puberty though; I 
became horrified with my body as I began to develop all 
of those nasty secondary sexual characteristics you get 
from Testosterone. By age 14 I knew I had to transition 
but I knew better than to try and get help from my 
parents, they would have thought something was very 
wrong with me and it wouldn’t have ended well (My 
mom in particular is very narrow minded). Knowing this 
I quietly crept through life until I eventually moved out. 

When it comes to hormones, did you go the 
DIY route or did you opt for professional medical care? 

I go the professional route for everything. 
When I moved out one of the very first things I did was 
go to see a therapist to work on getting my HRT letter. 
Half way through the first appointment she realized that 
I was an MTF—the whole time she thought I was an 
FTM pre everything... Needless to say, she immediately 
wrote me a hormone letter. 

Qzy-&w^e!L-. When was the first time you dressed as a girl 
alone and when was the first time you did it and took it 
seriously? 



There was never a time I didn’t take it 
seriously. The very first time I presented fully female I 
went out trapping at an anime convention, and nobody 
ever figured it out. I remember I was super quiet the 
entire day because I didn’t have my voice fully developed 
yet and didn’t want to ruin the experience. I felt really 
good for the first time in a long time and was so happy to 
finally be myself. The first time I dressed alone was most 
likely after I moved out. Before this I had support from 
a girl I was with at the time, she would do my hair and 
makeup for me. I learned a lot from her that I missed out 
on growing up the wrong gender. 

Did you use the Internet often when you were 
younger to try to figure out what was going on with you 
mentally and emotionally? Did you seek advice from 
other trans people on the Net or from any particular 
support websites? 
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M I grew up a total geek; my parents bought 
me a computer of my own at a very young age so I’ve 
had the internet around me my whole life. I remember 
doing some research but I can’t recall specific sites, since 
it was a long time ago. I can say that today a lot of the 
transgender support forums are run by some pretty 
terrible mods that seem jealous of the younger crowd 
and I avoid them at all costs. I don’t recall talking to any 
specific transgender individuals when I was very young 
during my self-education, however I did have one friend 
that I had talked to for years. I wish we were still in 
contact but I haven’t heard from her in years. 

Car-Gjfs^eki What’s your take on the high suicide and 
murder rate as they apply to transgender people? 

I see an awful lot of ignorant people that know 
absolutely nothing about being a transgender individual 
saying things like “it gets better”. I don’t know why but 
this always makes me angry because nobody can see 


what the future holds. Like many others, I have had 
suicidal thoughts and desires in the past. I do believe 
that we can help decrease these rates significantly 
through acceptance of ones gender identity and by 
providing easy access to the medical care that we all 
need for transitioning. It’s very sad that here in America 
almost all health insurance companies bar coverage for 
any transition related care by explicitly stating it in their 
coverage contracts. Another real problem we have here 
are “gate keepers” that make us all jump through hoops 
to get the care that we need. As for high murder rates, 
society as a whole must change and this needs to happen 
like yesterday. I think the more visibility gender identity 
issues get and the more knowledge the average person 
acquires, the better off we will all be. Why gender issues 
aren’t taught in schools is beyond me. 

O^av^eJi-. Give us your perspective on the term 
“transgender community” and more specifically, do you 
think there truly is one? 

I have a problem with the term “LGBT”. Being 
a transgender individual has absolutely nothing to do 
with sexual orientation (The Lesbian/Gay/Bi part), this 
grouping is only one of many problems that fuels the 
confusion among society about what we really are. It 
makes as much sense as grouping Red, Green, Blue, and 
Bumpy together (colors and a texture). The transgender 
community can be nothing short of toxic at times 
(seriously, have you ever browsed Tumblr?). 1 want to be 
seen out in the wild as a girl, not a transgender girl. If 
I jail myself to this community and dedicate my life to 
working on their issues it makes me feel less authentic at 
times so I tend to avoid it. I don’t believe that we all have 
a responsibility to be activists, some of us want this role, 
and others don’t. 

Ca^av^eJi: How do you feel about porn terms and 
keywords for transsexuals in and out of the adult 
entertainment world and do you think they’ll ever die? 

If we’re talking about terms such as “tranny”, 
“shemale”, and “ladyboy” then I can let them slide 
just a bit in the “porn world” but in the “real world” if 
someone on the street called me a “tranny” they would 
get a backhand to the face. In regards to the terms 
used in porn, we need to remember something very 
important—these terms are used to market a product. 
Your customers are searching the internet for these 
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words when they want to get off, they 
are not searching for “transgirl” or 
any other politically correct variant. If 
you actually want to sell your product 
then you must appeal and conform a 
bit to your demographic. Over time 
these terms may adjust, but I don't 
see any of them changing for at least 
the next 10 years. There are a lot of 
very angry transgender individuals in 
the world that love to hate on terms 
and labels no matter what they are. 
I once read an online argument over 
the difference between “transgirl” and 
“trans girl” (yes, with and without the 
space), sure this isn't anything like 
tranny/shemale/ladyboy but come 
on people this is just ridiculous. Like 
it or not, we are different and we will 
never be ciswomen no matter how bad 
we want it, there needs to be a term 
to differentiate us and changing it over 
and over because some of us don’t 
like what we are is ridiculous. I vote 
for “transgirl” but won’t complain if 
someone calls me a “trans girl”. 

Some people think that 
good looks are the best currency, but 
I think that in the competitive adult 
industry, it takes more than good 
genes to be successful. You’re quickly 
moving straight to the top which leads 
me to ask what you think are some 
of the things that make you different 
from other models/performers? 

hw-rt If you want to be a top 
performer, good looks are an essential 
base to the rest of your character; that 


being said, it’s also critical to have little 
things that make you uniquely you. 
Having some common interests with 
your fans is a great thing. I play retro 
video games online and it helps grow 
my fan base as my fans can identify 
with me with this common interest. 
You should be someone that your fans 
want to chill with, not just another 
video/photo for the wank bank. 

Are there any other models 
and performers would you like to work 
with? 

M^u*vuL Any models that are into 
the school girl or cosplay thing. I did a 
hardcore shoot with Lilith Lovett and 
we looked so adorable together I know 
my fans are going to love it. Be on the 
lookout for that video and photoset 
when my new website launches later 
this year! 

People are constantly telling 
me, or perhaps I should say reminding 
me, that transgender porn is still in its 
infancy. That’s hard for me to accept 
since I’ve been a fan of it for decades. 
Do you think that it’s on the brink of a 
major breakthrough? 

M<?u Infancy? Well that’s news to 
me. The porn industry in general has 
been subject to much evolution the 
past 10 years and sadly it’s only getting 
less profitable for a lot of us. I think 
as time goes on there will be more of a 
turn to girls being more independent 
and free of the big porn companies. 


HD cameras and lighting equipment 
are now available cheaply (seriously, 
my camera phone can shoot stunning 
4K video). Cutting out the middle man 
is great, if you host your own then you 
begin to build that recurring revenue 
that only adds up over time. Most of 
the time, when you do a shoot for a big 
porn company, you get paid once, and 
that’s it. The company will continue to 
profit off of your content forever and 
you’ll never earn another dime. Being 
the owner of a software company, I 
actually have a major project under 
wraps that will aid anyone that wants 
to start their own porn company 
making it cheap and cost effective, 
more on this in the upcoming months. 

Ca^avy^eJL: We’ll have to hang out when 
I move out West. What do you see 
yourself doing five years from now? 

In five years I hope to be 
happily married and living some place 
other than Florida (I’m working on 
moving I swear!), I really want a baby. 
Being a mother is something I think I’d 
really enjoy. Maybe I’ll still be in porn, 
maybe I won’t. It all depends on what 
I’m feeling up to. I do own a software 
company that I’ve been building up, I 
hope that it will continue to grow and 
provide for me for years to come.

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I ® rnie Black, owner of UP Network, 
sat down with Transformation 
^TMagazine to discuss his diverse 
^^land exciting transgender, 
adult industry company. Offering 
a plethora of websites, production 
and design for all things transgender, 
the independently owned and 
operated UP Network is also a 
sponsor of the TEA Awards. 

You have everything from 
Asian T-girls to punk rock orgy 
parties across your sites, what 
influenced you to create a 
wide-variety independent adult 
network featuring transgender 
women? 

We wanted to deliver creative 
and cultural alternatives to the 
transgender adult market. You see this 
in Piladyboy—as the first Transpinay 
site—and Tempest’s punk rock 
steamroller site, but also in the noir 
erotica of BitchSlapFilms.com and 
the dominatrix-oriented VictoriaVeil. 
com and XFrancineX.com. The range is 
pretty wide, but the common elements 
include a creative, alt-porn approach 
(TS-Rockdolls and BitchSlapFilms) 
and a tighter focus on the Transpinay 
sub-niche of SE Asian ladyboy adult 
entertainment. 








As a result viewers can expect 
exclusive and unique content not 
available elsewhere. Our flagship 
site, Piladyboy.com, updates weekly 
and is the first site dedicated to 
Tran spi nay, or Filipina trans women, 
with occasional guest appearances 
by Thai kathoey models and, on rare 
occasions, other transsexual models 
such as American stars Tempest and 
Tiffany Starr and Latin America star 
Nicole Montero. Tempest’s site, TS- 
Rockdolls.com, has no direct peer in 
the industry, offering her psychedelic 
rocker steampunk sexcapades. We 
also feature sub-niche sites such as 
EliteLadyboy.com, Thailandladyboy. 
com, and JasmineTSFantasy.com, 
all in the Asian ladyboy market, and 
alt sites such as the retro erotica of 
BitchSlapFilms.com. 

And we are more than just websites. 
The UP Network is also a production 
and design house. Apart from our 
own offerings, a couple years ago 
we created a brand new design 
for transgender icon Joanna Jet; 
completely revamping her site 
design and helping her significantly 
increase membership in the process. 
On the production side, I am also a 
photographer, nominated last year for 
the TEA’s Best Photographer Award, 
and working regularly as Tiffany 
Starr’s main photographer for her site 
TiffanyStarrxxx.com and Tempest for 
her site, as well as for such models 
as Nicole Montero of LatinaTranny. 
com, Korra Del Rio, Wendy Summers, 
Destiny Love, and many others. 

How long have you been in the 
adult industry? 

I’ve been doing this for about a decade 
now. My first adult website venture 
was thailandladyboy.com in 2005, 
and then I hosted Krissy4u.com in 
2006 and launched piladyboy.com in 








2007. As a photographer, other than 
a few private shoots, I did a number 
of shoots for Shemale Yum in 2006. 
Our company headquarters is west 
of Boston, Mass., but each site owner 
works out of their own space, from 
Minneapolis to Nova Scotia to the 
Philippines. 

Piladyboy.com primarily focuses 
on Asian T-Girls. Have you found 
a significant difference in adult 
industry legal issues between 
Asian transgender communities 
versus American? 

Regarding adult content, there are 
substantial differences. We work very 
discreetly in the Philippines as they 
have some severe anti-porn laws and 
are not afraid to prosecute. In fact, 
I had one photographer I had to bail 
out of jail last year. She shot a couple 
of models without my approval, and 
when she didn’t pay them their fees, 
they reported her. Not a pleasant 
situation. In general, though, 
discretion is definitely the better part 
of valor there. You need to be careful 
where you shoot and who knows about 
it. Overall, five Asian countries rank 
in the top ten of adult entertainment 
producers in the world: China, Korea, 
India, Japan, and, yes, the Philippines. 

Regarding transgender laws in the 
industry, I don’t know of any specific 
to Transpinay as opposed to en¬ 
gender production. Mostly there are 
cultural constraints, as LGBT people 
in the Philippines have a distinct 
culture and are generally tolerated, but 
also face widespread discrimination. 
For more information, I recommend 
STRAP, The Society of Transsexual 
Women of the Philippines, (see 
insert) the pioneer transgender rights 
advocacy and support organization 
in the Philippines. They are the ones 
who promoted the term Transpinay 






as opposed to the borrowed term 
“ladyboy” (the English translation of 
the Thai kathoey) on the one hand, and 
the generic Tagalog term bakla, which 
means effeminate gay (Filipino cultural 
does not natively distinguish trans 
from gay). Thanks in large measure 
to STRAP’S efforts this is changing 
in the Philippines. Transwomen are 
more accepted than they were only 
a few years ago, though it can still 
be very hard. They may be Southeast 
Asian, but due to centuries of Spanish 
and American occupation and the 
enormous presence of Catholicism (the 
Philippines is the only predominately 
Christian and minority Muslim 
country in Asia), they are quite distinct 
from Buddhist Thailand, Laos, and 
other Asian countries. In fact, there 
is historical reference to the babaylan 
or transvestism and gender crossing in 
the 16th and 17th centuries, prior to 
Spanish colonization and the country’s 
conversions to Roman Catholicism, 
indicating perhaps a similar ancient 
tradition of “third genderism” as 
found in Thailand. 

The UP Network was a proud 
sponsor of the 7th Annual 
Transgender Erotica Awards 
(TEA). Tell me about the night. 
What were your favorite 
moments? 

It was so much more than a night; it 
was the pre-party Saturday, the awards 
show Sunday night, and the after¬ 
party Monday. All incredible events, 
especially because some of the coolest 
and nicest people 1 know work in the 
industry: from models to producers to 
fans, and I count a great many of them 
as friends. But then it was also much 
more than three nights of celebration 
because I worked the entire week I 
was in LA, shooting eight or nine 
hardcore scenes, including two orgies 
with four girls each time. The first was 
































































Tempest, Tiffany, Kennadie Havoc, 
and Destiny Love, and the second was 
Tiffany again, Nicole Montero, Kora 
Del Rio and Leah Lockhart. A-maz- 
ing! Plus I did four or five other shoots 
with Tempest and some other shoots 
besides that. It was exhausting but a 
whole lot of fun. 

What are you looking forward to 
at the 2016 TEA’S? 

I’m looking to do more shoots and 
connect with more people. There were 
a few models I intended to shoot this 
last time but timing didn’t work out, so 
I’m hoping to make it up next year. But 
beyond that I would love to see more 
involvement with fans. I especially 
want to see our good friends at Grooby 
continue the trend of acceptance, as 
they have with the growing FTM scene 
and other alternative forms. It’s a 
wonderful, rich and diverse world, and 
adult entertainment is one great way 
to participate. 

Who would you say are the up 
and comers to look for and why? 

Among Transpinay girls...look for 
Francine Gurchik to break out. Keep 
an eye on TS Filipina and her new site. 
I also see big things for Alie Arguelles 
and Sandara Fuentes. But Thai and 
Japanese girls seem dominate the 
Asian trans scene today. On the 
American scene, watch for action 
from Korra Del Rio, Destiny Love, and 
Stefani Special among others. But it’s 
hard to predict— new faces appear 
all the time and how many stay the 
course? Yet some do, and I think you 
should look for more great work from 
established stars like Tiffany Starr, 
Joanna Jet, Tempest, Tasha Jones, 
Nicole Montero and others. These 
performers amaze me because they 
keep bringing it. 















Any advice for transgender 
performers breaking into the 
industry? 

Be flexible. Don’t be a diva. Work 
hard and play fair. Build your brand, 
whether you’re glam or rebel. Stay 
active. If you build your own site, 
commit to it and know that it can take 
a year or two to build a following. Keep 
producing new content as often as you 
can without overexposing yourself. 
(And) work with great photographers 
and studios, x
